Several months ago, we review- 
ed in this publication the book, 
The Sun and the Umbrella, by 
Professor Nels. Ferre, Professor of 
‘Theology at Vanderbilt University, 
repudiated by the old Southern 
Wethodist Church years ago.

These and like direct quotations 
from Nels Ferre did not in the 
least stagger many of the major 
denominations. Although he is not 
himself a Methodist but is said to 
se a Congregationalist, somewhat 
on the order of Dr, James Fifield, 
of Los Angeles, yet the Methodists 
took him up and have kept him 
busy, as they did Fosdick before 
him, publishing his heresy in their 
Annual Conferences and other 
gatherings all over the nation. He 
has addressed numerous Methodist 
Schools and was speaking in the 
University of Southern California 
the last of January, this year. 


In his more recent book, The 
Christian Understanding of God 
{page 186), he declares that any 
contention that Jesus was sinless, 
based on the Bible, “becomes a 
distinct danger to living faith.” He 
denies the incarnation. He natural- 
ly would, claiming, as he does that 
Jesus is not God. On page 191 he 
launches into a refutation of the 
Virgin birth of Jesus. He questions 
it and claims that the Bible itself 
does not bear it out. He must have 
been reading the Revised Standard 
Version. He goes to great pains 
to bring out the possibility of the 
truth of an ancient story, so he 
says, to the effect that Jesus was 
actually the illegitimate child of 
a German soldier, Here’s what he 
says, “Nazareth was hard by a 
Ronn Garrison where the soldiers 
were German mercenaries. Jesus 
as also reported throughout a con- 
tinuous part of the history of art, 
at is claimed, to have been a 


In fact, it seems that 
phemy has made him a popular 
platfor m S} peaker at many gather- 
ings ef the major denominations, 
specially those that are under the 
avireleoty of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches. The Southern 
Baptists are an exception, since 
they are not affiliated with that 


liberal and_ socialistic church 
agency. 

Any informed churchman will 
readily see that even Ingersoll 


and Tom Paine dared not in their 
day go quite so far on the printed 
page as has Nels F. S. Ferre. If 
either of them ever tried to make 
a case against Mary, the mother 
of Jesus, in which they consigned 
her to the streets as a common 
“street walker’? who would take 
up with a German soldier and per- 
mit him to father her illegitimate 
child. I certainly have not read 
or heard of it. Such an insinuation, 
in the absence of all proof, is so 
cowardly as that the ordinary 
drunken bum on the corner would 
resent it, 

And yet Ferre goes into the 
great University of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, Southern Methodist. Uni- 
versity and numerous other schools 
where the Methodist Church is 
training its future ministers and 
vomits forth such rot and filthy 
poison. This is blasphemy, -if I 
know what blasphemy is. It can be 
nething less. 

Moreover, as I have said through 
these pages many times, the liberal

That Record! 
My life has been very busy and 


hectic the last few weeks, and all 
because of that record! There are 
so many details to be seen to in 
producing such a record. First 
of all, you have to decide what 
kind of material to use. We decid- 
ed on the vinyl, which is more ex- 
pensive, because it is flexible and 
unbreakable, and has less surface 
noise. They are good records and 


I know you will enjoy’ them. 
Then you have to decide what 
color to make the label, what 


color ink to use, and be sure that 
it is a heat resistant ink. Then 
the acetate master has to be made, 
which is sent to the processors. 
There a “mother” is made which 
is a reverse image of the acetate 


master. From this the metal 
stampers are made. They are cop- 


per, coated with chromium, The 
masters then are taken to the 
pressing company, where they are 
used in making records. It was in- 
teresting to see records made for 
the first time, The stampers are 
placed on a machine with the 
labels. Softened squares of vinyl 
material about three inches square 
are placed in the machine between 
the stampers, heated with steam 
and put under great pressure, 
then cooled, and the record is fin- 


ished except for a trimming pro-|_ 


cess. A lot of people have been 
busy a long time to get these 
records ready for you, so I hope 
you'll be sure to get your copy.

This compares 
very favorably in attendance with 
the largest campaigns in the past.

The thing that no Christian can 
understand is by what process of 
logic any evangelical, who believes 
the gospel message, can accept 
peacefully the leadership of our 
church authorities who are open- 
ing Methodist doors all over the 
nation to this man. Do any of my 
readers ever remember reading 
words like these: 


“For the mystery of iniquity 


doth already work... . Even him 
whose coming is after the work- 
ings of Satan with all power and 
signs and lying wonders ... And 
for this cause God shall send them 
strong delusions, that they should 
believe a lie, that they all might 
be damned that believe not the 
truth.” 


In D. L. Moody’s London campaign 
in 1884, as reported by his son, 
there were 285 meetings or ser- 
vices in four months, attended 
by 2,530,000 people. We must re- 
member that there were no loud 
speakers, and no closed circuit 
television program was possible, 
no relay by telephone lines to great 
congregations. The number of 
people who heard D. L, Moody in 
London is less than the 2,647,365 
who are claimed to have heard 
Billy Graham in Scotland only, 
if we include by relay. Graham 
reached nearly as many per day 
for six weeks as Moody reached 
in London per day for four 
months. Only approximatedy 900,- 
000 are said to have heard Billy 
Graham directly. But this is amaz- 
ing, considering that it is about 
one-fifth of the total population of 
Scotland and with approximately 
80 per cent of the crowd being 
new each night, the figures repre- 
sent principally a total of differ- 
ent individuals! 

Thank God for the wonderful 
results of the Scotland Campaign.

The Bible teaches that a Chriss 
tian should meditate day and 
night in the Word of God (Ps, 
1:2, 3). The Bible-commands that 
one should pray without ceasing, 
pray always (I Thess. 5:19; Luke 
18:1). As long as it is sincere 
waiting on God, trying to put 
Him first, trying to find His will, 
then no one would pray too much, 
or read the Bible too much. But 
if one is simply trying to gain 
some credit by so many hours in 
prayer or reading so many chap< 
ters, then it may not be genuine 
consecration at all. There is no 
fanaticism in loving God ‘with alli 
your heart, mind, soul and 
strength; in loving His Word and 
meditating in it all the time, and 
learning as much of it as you can, 
There is no fanaticism in praying 
continually, wherever you go and 
all the time. 
a form and to expect to get credit 
for vain repetitions, or for spends 
ing sO many hours, or reading 
so many chapters, might not do 
good. One is not a fanatic by 
loving God or by wanting to follow 
His Word. One may be a fanatic 
by going off on a tangent for 
some other purpose that God ig 
not pleased with. 


May a Christian wear lipstick? 


The Bible makes no issue of 
lipstick and I make none. I prefer 
that women should be very res 
strained in any use of makeup. 
If the use of all cosmetics is 
wrong, then face powder is wrong, 
face cream is wrong, just the 
same as lipstick. These man-made 
rules are hurtful and not help- 
ful. A Christian had better just 
be modest and spiritual and keep 
a good conscience, try to have 
natural beauty as much as Is poss 
sible and not to judge others 
and not make artificial rules 
which the Bible does not make, 
If lipstick seems worldly to you, 
then don’t use it. But,don’t make 
a rule for others unless you ‘can 
prove your point by the Bible, 
I cannot find a Bible rule on lip- 
stick. 


How do people become sancti- 
fied? 


Sanctification is a Bible word 
which means being set apart for 
God. It does not mean sinless per- 
fection. In one sense all of us are 
sanctified when we are saved, but 
we may more and more be set 
apart for God if we live near Him 
and put Him first in our lives, 
I do not believe in a second work 
of grace, whereby the sinful na- 
ture would be eradicated, as some 
people claim: The Scripture does 
not teach that.

Does God work miracles today? 
Yes, He does if He answers pray- 
er!

The question as to whether God 
ever works miracles today is just 
a part of the age-old question as 
to whether God ever did work 
miracles. It is a part of the un- 
belief that denies God, denies the 
inspiration of the Bible, denies 
the virgin birth, the bodily resur- 
rection and the atonement of our 
Saviour, and denies the need for 
and the possibility of an actual 
regeneration, the new birth. I say 
to question’ whether God works 
miracles today is unbelief. 

Yet the question deserves an 
honest investigation in the light 
of God’s Word and in the light of 
facts wherever found. And _ no 
Christian need ever fear the truth, 
whether found in the Bible, or in 
nature, or in history. 


I. The Bible Certainly Prom- 
ises Miracles in Answer to 
Prayer and Faith 


Any one who takes the Bible 
at face value must see that Jesus 
promised miracles to those who 
should have faith for them when 
they prayed. Consider the follow- 
ing promises: 

1. In Matthew 17:20 Jesus says, 

“If ve have faith as a grain 
of mustard seed, ye shall say unto 
this mountain, Remove hence to 
yonder place; and it shall remove; 
and nothing shail be wnpossible 
unto you.” 

Beyond any doubt the subject of 
discussion here is miracles. Jesus 
had just performed a miracle in 
casting out a demon from a lunatic 
boy. Then He says that the dis- 
ciples are to expect miracles, and 
if they have faith as a grain of 
mustard seed, they may easily 
have a mountain remove out of 
its place at their word! Certainly 
that would be a marvelous mir- 
acle. And then the Saviour gener- 
alizes His teaching in these strong 
words, “And nothing shall be im- 
possible unto you.” For those who 
have faith, nothing is impossible! 
For they have at their command 
the miracle-working power of 
God. 

2. Jesus cursed the barren fig 
tree, and it withered away pres- 
ently. How astonished the disciples 
were when they saw this miracle! 
Discussing it, Jesus said in Mat- 


‘thew 21:21, 22: 


“Verily I say unto you, If ye 
have faith, and doubt not, ye 
shall not only do this which is 
done to the fig tree, but also if ye 
shall say unto this mountain, Be 
thou removed, and be thou cast 
into the sea; it shall be done. And 


all things, whatsoever ye shall ask 
m prayer, believing, ye shall re- 


ceive.” 

Again, the subject of discussion 
is miracles, Jesus had just worked 
a mighty miracle in drying up the 
fig tree from the roots by the 
word of command. And now He 
promises the disciples that they 
can do the same kind of physical 
miracles if they have faith and 
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do not doubt. They can curse a 
fig tree or remove a .mountain 
and cast it into the sea if they 
have faith. And again Jesus moves 
from the particular to the general 
and promises, “And all things, 
whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer, 
believing, ye shall receive.’ Cer- 
tainly He here meant ALL 
THINGS, which involve miracles 
of every. kind. 


3. In Mark 9:14-29 we have the 
story of Jesus casting out the 
dumb spirit of the lunatic boy. as 
told by Mark. It was clearly a 
miracle, Regarding it Jesus said 
to the father of the boy, 

“If thou canst believe, all things 
are possible to him that believeth” 
(Mark 9:23). 

Note in this case the promise is 
not to the twelve disciples, but to 
the father, a stranger, evidently 
not even a preacher. And again 
Jesus promises a miracle to him if 
he had faith. But more than that, 
Jesus gave a general law, saying, 
“All ‘things are possible to him 
that believeth.’ Here is a promise 
not only for the apostles but for 
this father. It was not only for 
the Jews but for Gentiles, and not 
only for that generation but for 
all generations, whoever had faith. 
“All things are possible to him 
that believeth.” If the whosoever 
in John 3:16 is meant to involve 
anybody, in any generation, then 
the him in this verse is meant to 
involve any creature who trusts 
Christ in any generation. John 3: 
16 promises salvation to anyone 
who trusts in Christ for salvation, 
anytime, anywhere; and Mark 9: 
23 promises that literally ALL 
THINGS are possible to anyone, 
anywhere, who has faith for the 
all things. The Scripture does not 
mean that all who trust in Christ 
for salvation get miracles, but it 
certainly does mean that in any 
particular matter one who believes 
will find the thing possible that 
he has faith for. 

4. In Mark 11:22-24 we have in 
slightly different words the pro- 
mise of the Saviour when He dis- 
cussed with the _— disciples the 
withered fig tree which He had 
cursed, There the Scripture says: 

“And Jesus answering saith un- 
to them, Have faith in God. For 
verily I say unto you, That who- 
soever shall say unto this moun- 
tain, Be thou removed, and -be 
thou cast into the sea; and shall 
not doubt in his heart, but shall 
believe that those things which he 
saith shall eome to pass; he shall 
have whatsoever he saith. Theére- 
fere-I say unto you, What things 
soever ye desire, when ye pray, 
believe that ye receive them, and 
ye shall have them.” 

How wonderful that the Holy 
Spirit here gave us added light 
on what Jesus promised. Com- 
pare this passage with Matthew 
21:21, 22 and you will see that in 
Matthew 21:21 there might be 
some reason to suppose that Jesus 
was talking to the disciples, the 
twelve apostles, alone. But here 
in Mark 11:23 the Saviour plain- 
ly says, “Whosoever shall say unto 
this mountain, Be thou removed, 
and be thou cast into the. sea; 
and shall not doubt in his heart, 
but shall believe that those things 
which he saith shall come to pass; 
he shall have whatsoever he saith.” 
The promise is not only for the 
apostles; it is for whosoever. If 
whosoever in John 3:16 means 
anybody who trusts Christ for sal- 
vation, then whosoever in Mark 


11:23 means anybody who will 
trust Christ for a miracle. If 
Jesus Christ is to be believed, and 
if the Bible can be trusted, then 
anybody who has faith for a 
miracle will get one! 

Of course, we must remember 
that faith is a gift of God, and 
that the Holy Spirit will not help 
us. to have faith about wicked 
things, things out of the will of 
God. Yet the point is quite plain 
here that a miracle was possible 
in the apostles’ day, in answer to 
the prayer of faith, and that any- 
body else in the world in any day 
can have a miracle on exactly the 
same condition. The apostles did 
not /move the mountain into the 
se@, and others have not done so 
yet. But the promise of Jesus 
Christ still stands, and miracles, 
He said, are possible for ‘who- 
soever ... Shall not doubt in his 
heart, but shall believe that those 
things which he saith shall come 
to pass.” 

And then Jesus gave the general 

law of miracles in answer to 
prayer when He concluded, in 
Mark 11:24, “Therefore I say unto 
you, What things soever ye desire, 
when ye pray, believe that ye re- 
ceive them, and ye _ shall have 
them.” How. blessed it is to re- 
member that Jesus had specifically 
mentioned miracles here and that 
miracles were the topic of con- 
versation and the thing He had in 
mind when He gave this blessed 
promise! 
». The night before Jesus was 
crucified, in the upper room He 
was talking to the saddened dis- 
ciples; and He gave them there 
the marvelous promise of John 14: 
12-14, which says, 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that believeth on me, the 
works that I do shall he do also; 
and greater works than these shall 
he do; because I go unto my Fath- 
er. And whatsoever ye shall ask 
in my name, that will I do, that 


the Father may be glorified in the 


Son. If ye shall ask any thing in 
my name, I will do it.” 


This promise certainly involves 
miracles. The work that Jesus 
had been doing, these disciples 
should do, too. But Jesus did not 
give the promise to the disciples 
only. Rather, the promise is to 
“he that believeth on me.” Any- 
body who has enough faith in 
Christ can do His work, the same 
kind of work that Jesus had been 
doing. And then Jesus continued 
His blessed promise addressed to 
the disciples, but evidently intend- 
ed for everyone, ‘And whatsoever 
ye shall ask in my name, that 
will I do.” That whatsoever must 
involve things reaching into the 
supernatural, things that could 
be done only by the miracle-work- 
ing power of God. And verse 14 
says, “If ye shall ask anything 
in my name, I will do it.” Any- 
thing means anything. You can put 
any thing in the place of that 
word anything and the promise is 
still literally true, and exactly 
what Jesus meant. You could read 
that promise, “If ye shall ask a 
miracle in my name, I will do it,”’ 
and still you would not have 
changed the meaning a particle. 
Anything means any thing, and a 
miracle is a thing, coming within 
this blessed promise. Certainly, 
then, the Saviour promised mir- 
acles to those who ask things 
purely in His name. That is, when 
one can ask a thing wholly in 
Jesus’ name, or with His author- 
ity and for His sake, with His 
approval, then one can get it even 
if it be a miracle. 


6. Jesus gave the Great Com- 
mission in Mark 16:15-18, and that 
Great Commission expressly men- 
tions miracles. 


“Go ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every crea- 
ture. He that believeth and is 
baptized shall be saved; but he 
that believeth not shall be damned. 
And these signs shall follow them 
that believe; In my name shall 
they cast out devils; they shall 
speak with new tongues; They. 
shall take up serpents; and if they 
drink any deadly thing, it shall not

Did you ever notice how many 
times the names of great com- 
posers appear in our hymn books? 
Just leaf through a hymn book, 
and see. Haydn, Bach, Beethoven, 
Mozart, Handel, Schumann, Men- 
delssohn—these and others are re- 
presented in some of our favorites 
among the old, lovely hymns. 

Take Handel, for example, who 
wrote the great oratorio, The 
Messiah. He is represented in most 
hymnals by at least two: “While 
Shepherds Watched Their Flocks 
by Night,” and “Joy to the 
World.” No wonder we think of 
him at Christmastime! He must 
have had a very vivid impression 
of all that the coming of Christ 
to the worid meant, in order to 
write such wonderful music about 
it! 

Bach was a deeply devout man. 
He is interesting to us because he 
mever wrote anything except 
church music—and what a lot of 
it he did write! “O Sacred Head 
Now Wounded” is a wonderful set- 
ting of the story of Christ’s pas- 
sion, and it appears in some hym- 
nals in a simplified form. 

Mendelssohn’s quiet, placid 
music is just right for the peaceful 
‘Still, Still With Thee,’ and he 
also wrote the music for “Hark 
the Herald Angels Sing” and “We 
Would See Jesus.” 

Mozart wrote the tune to which 
We sing, “Jesus, I My Cross Have 
Taken,” a rich addition to our 
hymnal and to our lives if we sing 
it from the heart. 

Haydn seemed to have a broad, 
splendid way of composing that 
fits some of our most splendid 
and majestic hymns: “O Worship 
the King,” “Majestic Sweetness 
Sits Enthroned,” and “The Spac- 
ious Firmament.” 


There are many others we could 
mention. Robert Schumann com- 
posed the lovely music for “Lord, 
Speak to Me” which goes so 
beautifully with the words of de- 
votion, as with his tune for “O 
Master Let Me Walk With Thee.” 


Another time we will think 
about the poets who have provided 
us with words for hymns. You 
might be thinking about it in the 
meantime—there are many. of 
them by famous authors. For ex- 
ample, there’s Whittier, who wrote 
“Dear Lord and Father of Man- 
kind,” and Longfellow’s “I Heard 
the Bells on Christmas Day,” now 
Sung as a hymn. And “Onward 
Christian Soldiers” was written by 
Sir Arthur Sullivan, who may be 
better known as half of Gilbert 
and Sullivan, the operetta team. 


Scottish Hymns and 
Hymn-tunes 


Since the editor of this paper 
just returned from Scotland, we 
have all been very much interested 
in that country. As souvenirs for 
his sons-in-law, he brought copies 
of the New Testament and Psalms, 
bound in a beautiful, vivid red 
plaid! The Psalms are in their 
metrical version (that is, written 
as poetry) which is the foundation 
for all church singing over there. 
For many years only the Psalms 
were used for singing in church, 
and in many churches it is only 
recently that any other music has 
been used. When Sankey first 
went to Scotland with. Moody, he 
wrote that he was very uneasy 
as to how his music would be re- 
ceived. Many churches were unac- 
customed to any words for their 
Singing except Psalms, and the 
use of instruments was frowned 
upon. But when Sankey brought 
his little organ and sang, “The 
Ninety and Nine,” the Scots were 
blessed just as people all over the 
world were. I believe he also used 
Bonar’s song, “I Wasa Wandering 
sheep.” This I always think of in 
connection with Scottish music—a 
simple little song that is really a 
hymn-story of a wandering heart 
that returns penitently to God. It 
is impossible to sing it meaning- 
fully and not find a blessing! The 
accent of the words is distorted 
sometimes by the music, and the 
tune is not particularly distin- 


guished, but it has been a great! 
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EVANGELIST G. P. COMER, 
long a_ pastor-evangelist of a

blessing to many and deserves a 
place in our hearts. I saw it used 
of God powerfully in a revival at 
Wheaton College in 1942. It was 
the theme-song of the week, and I 
cannot hear it now without re- 
membering the blessing of those 
days. 


More typically Scottish, I sup- 
pose, are the Psalms as they sing 
them. Perhaps the Twenty-third 
Psalm is the most familiar to us of 
these metrical versions. They are 
taken exactly from the Bible, al- 
most sentence for sentence, but 
given meter and rhyme. For ex- 
ample, here is their version of 
Psalm 23: 


The Lord’s my Shepherd. 
Pl not want. 

He makes me down to lie 

In pastures green: He leadeth me 
the quiet waters by. 

My soul He doth restore again: 
and me to walk doth make 

Within the paths of righteousness 
ev'n for His own name’s sake. 

Yea, though I walk in death’s dark 

vale 

yet will I fear none ill: 

For thou art with me: and thy rod 
and staff me comfort still. 

My table thou hast furnished 
m presence of my foes: 

My head thou dost with oil anoint, 
and my cup overflows. 

Goodness and mercy all my life 
shall surely follow me: 

And in God’s house for evermore 
my dwelling-place shall be. 


Another version of the same Psalm 
begins like. this 
shepherd no. want shall I know; 
I feed in. green pastures, Safe- 
folded I rest.”’ 


From these examples you can 
see how the exact thought of the 
Seripture is kept, but they are 
changed slightly so that they 
rhyme and-become a poem. 

The Welsh also have a strong 
nationalistic flavor to their hymns. 
The Welsh are a singing people, a 
sturdy, diligent,: God- fearing peo- 
ple who love ‘binging in parts. 
They always have beautiful mov- 
ing parts, with strong counter- 
melody and often a particularly 
melodic. bass. Sometimes you can 
spot them, in. the hymnbook, by 
their titles, made up largely of 
consonants, “Aberystwyth” is a 
good example, a beautiful setting 
for ‘“Jesus,- Lover of My Soul.” 
“Guide Me O Thou Great Jehovah” 
is another I think of as typifying 
Welsh in the interplay of moving 
parts.. 

Sweden has made her contribu- 
tion to our beloved hymns, too.

Recently I was with a mighty: 


good pastor in revival meeting. 
He told me the following incident 
which happened to him. 

At the invitation of a group of 
engineers in his town, he .spoke 
to a banquet gathering of the 
men. These were well-trained, 
educated men in important en- 
gineering positions in his section 
of the country. The pastor had 
been to Bible school but had no 
college or university training. He 
knew there’ was no way in which 
he could move these men by some 
learned discourse about spiritual 
things. Rather, he set out to tell 
them about a Man — the Lord 
Jesus Christ. He quoted what fa- 
mous men had said about Christ, 
and then used Bible illustrations 
and quotatiéns to show who Christ 
was and what He came to do. 
Then the preacher closed his mes- 
sage with the application that 
these engineers would be decid- 
ing their eternal destiny by what 
they did with Jesus Christ. 

When he finished his message, 
the group began to ask the pas- 
tor questions about spiritual mat- 
ters. One man said, “I’ve heard 
a good deal about Billy Graham 
and his..type.of evangelism. I 
don’t much believe in his type of 
evangelism for it seems that it 
always needs to be done over 
again. What do you think about 
this?”’ 

“Well,” drawled the preacher, 
“T’ve heard people say the same 
thing about a bath, but I still 
believe a bath does good.” 

Quickly seeing the wit and truth 
of the preacher’s answer, the en- 
geineers laughed the questioner to 
scorn. 

“What about the miracles in the 
Bible? asked another man. “My 
engineering training teaches me 
that the universe is set up to op- 
erate on a certain set of laws and 
principles.

That Scottish preacher is an in- 
dication of what is happening in 
the hearts of good pastors all 
over Scotland. Many hundreds of 
them believe the Bible and preach 
sound doctrine, but they have 
preached it with little faith and 
preached it with no urgent appeal 
and preaching not for decision. 
They had no hook on their fish- 
ing line. They never pulled in 
the net! And now for the first 
time in their ministries, many of 
these men are setting out to be 
evangelistic preachers as well as 
evangelical preachers! 


I think what happened to this 
preacher and to his congregation 
is an indication of what is happen- 
ing, in a genuine moving of the 
Holy Spirit, in the hearts of multi- 
plied thousands in that fair land! 
Oh, may God make the preachers 
able and willing to carry on after 
the Billy Graham revival!

On Sunday night after I had 
preached at Tent Hall, with 
Brother John Moore, superintend- 
ent, with a good many well-known 
people present, including Mrs. 
Jock Troup, widow of the famous

evangelist, and with the house 
crowded, I was invited to Dr. 
Kelly’s home for supper and fel- 
lowship. What a good time we 
had! Among those present were 
some fine Christian leaders, one 
or two converts of the revival, 
etc. The tea and biscuits (cookies) 
and sandwiches, the hospitality, 
and Christian love made it an 
hour long to cherish. 

As Colonel Paul Maddox and 
someone else and I went home, 
the cab driver was approached 
naturally. Had he been to the Billy 
Graham revival? No, but his 
mother had! And she-said it was 
wonderful, he told Dr. Paul Mad- 
dox. Would he like to attend the 
meetings? Yes, he would indeed, 
but thus far he had been unable 
to get a ticket. 


“T asked Mother, ‘Mother, did 
you go forward to_ receive 
Christ?’” said the cabbie, “But 


Mother said, ‘No, sonny, I didn’t 
have to. I did that over thirty 
years ago!’” 

“The only time I have heard 
Billy Graham was last Friday 
night on the television broadcast,” 
the cabbie said. “But I thought 
it was the grandest thing I had 
ever heard. I wrote the British 
Broadcasting Company and told 
them that was the best program 
they had ever put on, even in- 
cluding the Coronation of the 
Queen!” 

Dr. Maddox immediately prom- 
ised him, “I’H go up to my room 
and get you a ticket so you can 
attend the meeting tomorrow 
night and you can take Christ 
as your Saviour and claim Him 
openly,’”’ The cabbie would be so 
glad to-*have the tickets, would 
attend. 


But while Dr. Maddox went to 
get the tickets, I put my arm 
around his shoulders and told him 
that here and now, this moment; 
he could take Christ as his Sav- 
iour, he could receive Christ and 
have the peace and joy others 
were talking about. Did he admit 
he was a sinner? Did he believe 
that Jesus Christ died for him 
and was ready to save him? 


In just a moment, of course, 
the cabbie was ready to ask Jesus 
Christ to come into his heart and 
to claim Him as his own Saviour. 
And though I did not get to 
check the records to see whether 
he was among the more than 400 
who claimed Christ as Saviour 
the next night, I feel sure that 
he was. 


In Great Britain, television and 
radio are government-owned and 
controlled. And the British Broad- 
casting Company had _ broadcast 
the Billy Graham services for 
Friday evening over television and 
I suppose over radio. And many, 
many indications had come to 
show that thousands, like that 
cabbie, had, for the first time in 
their lives, come face to face with 
Jesus Christ and with the need to 
“receive Christ” as Saviour. And 
the term “receive Christ” is be- 
coming well-known _ throughout 
Scotland, in the news papers, and 
among common people every- 
where. 


Over in Ireland a Catholic 
Man and His Wife Saved 
Through the Broadcast of 

Kelvin Hall Services 


Two brethren came over from 
Ireland to visit the Billy Graham 
campaign. I met them. We talked 
together about the blessed cam- 
paign to be held by Dr. Jack 
Shuler in King’s Hall in Belfast. 
The hall seats 9,000 and*we earn- 
estly pray that multitudes may be 
saved there. 


Brother W. J. Arlow, executive 
director of Ireland’s Youth for 
Christ, and, I believe, a Brother 
Ravey, told me of a most remark- 
able case of salvation in Ireland. 
I write from memory and from 
brief notes. 


In a small town near Belfast, 
a Catholic man and his wife listen- 
ed to the Billy Graham television 
and radio broadcast, Billy Gra- 
ham insisted “It is not the cross 
that saves, but the Man who died 
on the cross. It is not a little cross 
of gold on its chain, not the cross 
on top of the church. It is the 
Christ Himself who shed His 
blood to pay for our sins, who 
can save.

Have you received Christ as your 
own personal Saviour?” So the 
message was reported to me by 
those who heard him, 

This Catholic man turned to 
his wife and said, “Well, then I 
will depend on the Man who died 
on the cross Himself! I will not 
depend on the crucifix nor on the 
church nor the priest, but will 
depend on the man on the cross. 


I will now ‘receive Christ’ as my 
Saviour.” 
“Well,” said his wife, “then so 


will I. I will receive the Man Who 
died on the cross as my Saviour, 
too.” 


The man arose and put on his 
hat and jacket. “Where are you 
going?”’ asked his wife. 

“In that New Testament which I 
got six months ago I read that 
whosoever confesses Christ among 
men will be confessed in Heaven 
and whosoever is ashamed of 
Christ on earth, of him will Christ 
be ashamed in Heaven. So I am 
going to tell your people and my 
people that I have received Christ 
as Saviour, that I am not depend- 
ing on the crucifix nor the church 
nor the priest nor anything else 
but the Man Who died on the 
cross.” : 

“T’ll go with you and tell them 
the same thing,”’. said his wife, 
and so they did. 

He went to his own people first. 
They declared he was crazy. They 
almost threw him out of the house 
but he said, “I don’t care what you 
say or do, I have trusted the Man 
Who died on the cross Himself, 
and I’ll not turn back.” 

Then they went to the wife’s 
people and told them the story. 
They were now trusting on the 
One who died on the cross. They 
were not depending any longer on 
the cross itself, the crucifix, nor 
the cross on the church, nor on 
the priest; nor on the masses. 
They had trusted the One who 
died for them. Again there was a 
great uproar. They were accused 
as heretics. They’ had lost their 
senses! But the man said, “I don’t 
care what you say. I’m not going 
to turn back. I have trusted the 
One who died on the cross. It is 
not the cross but the Saviour.” 
And so he made the matter known 


Remember, that had happened 
only about. four. days, I under- 
stand, before the good brethren 
from Belfast, Ireland, told it to 
me! God had, in some strange 
and beautiful way, touched the 
hearts of people who heard Billy 
Graham and made plain the plan 
of salvation. It was seed sown on 
good ground. 


In the British Isles where radio 


monopoly, not nearly so much 
Gospel is preached to the people 
as in America where good preach- 
ers can buy time and preach on 
the great radio chains and 6ct- 
casionally on television..All of us 
ought to thank God that He open- 
ed this opportunity for preaching 
the Gospel to unnumbered mil- 
lions, many of whom were hungry.

auditoriums, it was news, big 
news. 

But the Gospel of Christ has 
power with newspaper reporters 
just as it has power to save drunk- 
ards or to save high society people, 
or common, hungry-hearted people 
anywhere.

I met one of them in the cru- 
sade office, pitching in and help- 
ing with the publicity. 

I remember that in the London 
Crusade, the secretary of the Com- 
munist Party was saved, one of 
the writers for The Daily Work- 
er, the Communist magazine. Now 
he has secured a good job and is 
doing fine work for Christ. Thank 
God for the Gospel that is good 
for newspaper men, even com- 
munists! 


“The Greatest Impact of the

The statement above is from 
Billy Graham's letter of April 9, 
rejoicing that I was coming to 
Scotland, Then he added, ‘‘God is 
using this campaign to transform 
many of the clergy.

and let down’ through the roof 
before Him, “Son, thy sins be 
forgiven thee,” He then added, 
“Arise, and take up. thy bed, and 
walk.” Those who trust Christ 
ought to be openly invited to con- 
fess Christ. In a church where 
baptism is a matter for uncon- 
verted babies, and where there is 
no insistent public invitation to 
accept Christ and claim Him open- 
ly, multitudes of church members 
enter the church, are confirmed, 
perhaps learn the catechism, and 
perhaps. have some religious con- 
victions, but never make a clear- 
cut and definite acceptance of 
Jesus Christ as Saviour, So I be- 
lieve that what Billy Graham says 
is true, and that a good many 
Scottish preachers have found 
Christ through the Billy Graham 
campaign.

But can you an- 
swer this question? Do you think 
that our God will ever permit un-

that He is going to create?” 

“Oh, He certainly will not. Our 
kind, loving God will never permit 
unhappiness to come _ into the 
world that He is about to create.” 

“Do you think He will ever al- 
low any of those creatures that 
He is going to bring into exist- 
ence to act contrary to His holy 
will? Do you think He will ever 
permit sin to lift up its unholy 
head in the universe He is about 
to create?” 

“Certainly not! Our God, our 
loving God, our holy God will 
never permit unholiness. He will 
never “permit unrighteousness or 
wickedness to spoil that world 
that He is going to create.” 

“Do you think that God will 
ever allow man to suffer in pain 
and anguish in that world?” 

“Oh, no! The world that God is 
going to create must of necessity 
be forever the abode of happy 
beings.” 

Can’t you imagine angels 
reasoning something like that? 
But what are the facts? Six thou- 
sand years of human history, ac- 
cording to the chronology of the 
Hebrews, prove that a loving God 
did permit sin to come into the 
world, did permit wickedness to 
énter into this fair creation, and 
did permit pain, suffering, sorrow, 
broken hearts, unspeakable an- 
guish, and even death to mar His 
fair creation. 


The Reasonings of Men 


Now just as holy beings might 
have reasoned before the creation 


/ 


of the world that God, because 
He is loving, because He is good, 
and because He is holy, would 
never permit sin to- spoil this 
world, and would never permit 
suffering and sorrow and anguish 
to come in, so men reason today 
that a good God will not allow the 
effects of sin to go on for eternity. 
But how can you and I tell what 
God will permit unless He is 
pleased to reveal Himself in His 
own Word? 

People say today, for example, 
reasoning from man up to God, 
“You are a father; would you ever 
put one of your children in a 
place of intense suffering, if you 
could help it? Would you ever 
willingly expose a child of yours 
to a fiery flame?” 

Of course I answer, ‘‘No.” 

Then they ask, and they think 
they have good ground for what 
they are about to say, “If you as 
an earthly father would not allow 
a child of yours to suffer in this 
way, can you believe that a loving 
God will cast people into everlast- 
ing fire because of their sins?” 


And I have to answer, “The only 
way I have of knowing what God 


‘will do is by observing what He 


has done, and by turning to the 
Word to see what He has to say.” 


He has permitted men and wo- 
men and even little children, dur- 
ing the ages of time, to suffer un- 
speakable anguish. He has permit- 
ted innocent little children to be 
born into the world, the victims of 
incurable diseases handed down 
from their. parents, and these 
diseases are often the result of 
the sins of their forebears. Many 
of these little children come into 
the world and grow up. never 
knowing a moment without suffer- 
ing and pain.

should do? Yet here are the facts, 
and we have to face them. 


The only way we can account 
for these facts is that God hates 
sin, and in order to make men 
realize what a fearful thing it is 
to sin against Him, He allows 
dreadful consequences to befall 
those who commit. sin, conse- 
quences affecting not only the one 
who commits the sin, but affeeting 
generations yet to be born. 


Men object to the statement in 
the law, “For I the Lord thy God 
am a jealous God, visiting the in- 
iquity of the fathers upon the 
children unto the third and fourth 
generations of them that hate 
me’ (Deut. 5:9). And yet the 
facts prove that the Word of God 
is right, for He does this very 
thing. Sin must be a fearful af- 
front to a holy God, or He would 
never have allowed the awful suf- 
ferings and horrors that have 
darkened the history of mankind. 
He wants us to understand that 
sin is the vilest, the blackest, the 
most dreadful thing in the uni- 
verse, His Word says, “Be not de- 
ceived; God is not mocked: for 
whatsoever a man soweth, that 
shall he also reap” (Gal, 6:7). 


Right in this world some men’s 
sins are open, going before them 
to judgment. Some men suffer 
unspeakably during this life be- 
cause of their sins, but, on the 
other hand, there are other men 
of whom this is not true. There 
are others. who sin just as griev- 
ously, and yet there is no evidence 
that their sin is followed with 
anything like proper judgment in 
this world. There are men who 
live in luxury and pleasure upon 
the earth, utterly indifferent to the 
conditions of those around them, 
living selfishly for themselves 
alone, and indulging in all kinds 
of sins. Yet as far as this life is 
concerned, 
not fall upon them, but if they 
are not reaping the due punish- 
ment in this life, depend upon 
it that in another world there will 
be a straightening up of the ac- 
count, for it is written, “whatso- 
ever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap.” “Some men’s sins are 
open ... going before to judg- 
ment; and some men they follow 
after.” What does this sentence 
mean if God did not intend us to 
understand that men are not 
through with Him when they leave 
this world impenitent? Some 
men’s sins follow after them, and 
like the bloodhounds of Hell which 
they are, they will track men 
down and drag them to the judg- 


ment bar of God where they shall |; 


give account of all the deeds done 
in the flesh. 


The Time Element Involved 


But some say, “What sin can a 
man commit during his brief years 
on earth to deserve eternal judg- 
ment?” Have you ever stopped to 
consider that a man can commit 
a heinous crime in a very short 
time for which we think he de- 
serves to be punished for all the 
rest of his natural life? Not very 
long ago-a man of over seventy 
years of age came out of a prison 
in New England. Fifty years be- 
fore he had been sentenced to 
that penitentiary for the horrible 
crime of murder, Because of his 
youth the law did not want to con- 
demn him to be hung, so he was 
sentenced to prison. Because of 
his desire for gain, he was stirred 
to anger, and in a moment mur- 
dered a man, and no doubt he had 
many a month and year in which 
to repent of that crime. Yet society 
felt that it was only right that 
he should be shut away for fifty 
years. You see there may be no 
connection between the amount of 
time in which a man can commit 
a crime and the punishment that 
befits it. 


Down in Kentucky there lived 
one of those fine southern gentle- 
men who had been left a widower. 
His wife, as she slipped away, left 
a darling baby who became all in 
all to him. He watched that child 
grow till she was a beautiful girl, 
and then on to budding young wo- 
manhood. By and by she returned 
from college, and was the very idol 
of his heart, and the apple of his 
eye. Then there came into that 
home a man who won the affec- 
tion of that young woman and 
basely deceived her, luring her into 
grievous sin, ruined her sweet 
young life, and then cast her off,

There is Universalism, Is there 
any hope for a man who dies re- 
jecting Christ in this life, being 
saved in the life to come? “He 
that believeth not the Son shall 
not see life; but the wrath of 
God abideth on him.’ Jesus Him- 
self could not have put it more 
plainly than that. In this world 
God is pleading with sinners, He 
is offering them salvation, but if 
men reject His Son, it is the solemn 
declaration of Holy Writ, they 
shall not see life. There is no 
hope in another world .for men 
who reject Christ in this. 


But may it not be that the 
punishment for sin is nothing 
more, than utter annihiliation? 
“H' that believeth not the Son 
Shall not see life; but the wrath 
of God abideth on him.” You can- 
not couple annihilation with abid- 
ing wrath. The wrath of God abid- 


.| eth on men because they are guilty 


Of eternal sin, and so in the last 
chapter of our Bible we hear the 
seer saying, “He that is unright- 
eous, let him be unrighteous 
still more: and he _ which is 
filthy, let him be filthy still more: 
and he that is righteous, let him 
be righteous still more: and he 
that is holy, let him be: holy still 
more” (Rev. 2:11, A.S.V., margin).

Sow a thought, you reap an act; 

Sow an act, you reap a habit;

Sow a character, you reap a des- 
tiny. 


God meant men to understand, 
‘and it seems to me there can be 
no question about it, that if men 
die in their sins, there is no ‘hope | 
that they will ever be brought | 
into a state of harmony with Him 
whose grace they have spurned, or 
with the Saviour whose blood they 
have trampled under foot. And so 
we read, “It is a fearful thing to 
fall into the hands of the living 
God” (Heb. 10:31). I know we 
live in a namby-pamby age when 
men make light of iniquity, but 
according to the Word of God, sin 
is a fearful affront to the Divine 
Majesty. To be uncleansed from 
sin means to die in sin, exist for- 
ever in sin, and be banished eter- 
nally from the presence of a holy 
God. 


But, thank God, this is still the 
day of His grace. One would 
shrink from proclaiming a truth 
like this, if he were not permitted 
to proclaim the other truth: “He 
that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life,” and so today, if 
you are unsaved, you may have 
eternal life by believing on the 
Lord Jesus Christ. To‘believe on 
Him is to trust Him, rest your 
whole soul upon Him as your 
Saviour, and take Him as your 
Redeemer. 


My Redeemer, oh what beauties 
In that lovely Name appear; 
None but Jesus in His glories 
Shall the honored title wear; 
My Redeemer! oh, how sweet to 
call Thee mine. 


Sunk in ruin, sin and misery, 
Bound by Satan’s captive chain; 
Guided by his artful treach’

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suggest a phenomenon that they 
call Parthenogenesis. These scien- 
tists point out that many algae, 
fungi, plant lice and other low 
levels in the animal kingdom pro- 
pagate from unfertilized spores 
and eggs. They suggest that there 
is a possibility that’ such a thing 
might have happened in the case of 
Mary and Jesus. But somehow, 
the whole thing, the whole idea, is 
grossly distasteful. To class Mary 
along with frogs and bugs and 
fungi and plant lice is unspeakable 
and unthinkable. 


Ancient Mythical Legends 


There are many scholars who 
seek to account for the stories of 
the miraculous birth of Jesus in 
the tendency of those ancient 
times to weave a marvelous legend 
about the birth of every great 
hero. A liberal, speaking for all 
his fellow liberals says, “I think 
it to be the duty of truthfulness to 
state openly that thé Virgin Birth 
arose out of fabulous tradition.” 

There is no doubt about the 
wealth and variety of the ‘“fabu- 
lous tradition’ that has grown 
around the heroes of long-ago 
days. Many times their greatness 
came to be explained by some 
story of supernatural birth. It is 
this childish process, modernistic 
theologians think,: that finally pro- 
duced the unbelievable tale con- 
cerning the birth of Christ. Jesus 
became a great and famous man; 
so the myth-making-minds of His 
disciples invented the impossible 
narration concerning His entrance 
into the world. In this respect, the 
gospel tradition is supposed to 
have gone through the same kind 
of an evolutionary process as tne 
legends of other famous heroes 
who lived when the world was 
young. Since most of us are fa- 
miliar with the account of the vir- 
gin birth to be found in Matthew 
and Luke, it might be interesting 
for us to compare it with these 
legends and myths of the heroes of 
the ancient world. 


One of the most. illustrious 
Greek warriors was Alexander the 
Great. He was anxious not to be 
known as an ordinary son of Phil- 
ip; so in later years he claimed 
that he was begotten by a serpent 
co-habiting with his mother. 


Another great conqueror of the 
Roman world was Caesar Augus- 
The story .became current 
about him that while his mother 
lay asleep in the temple of Apollo, 
she was visited by the god in the 
form of a serpent and months later 
Octavius (Augustus Ceasar) was 
born. 


One of the fabulous, mythical 
heroes of the storybook world was 
named Hercules. This is the’ nar- 
rative of his birth: Alcemene, 
daughter of Electryon, King of 
Mycenae, wife of Amphitryon, was 
a beautiful and lovely woman. 
Jupiter fell in love with her and 
assumed the likeness of her hus- 
band while he was gone. After this 
unusual relationship between the 
god and the beautiful woman, Her- 
cules was born. Juno, wife of Jupi- 
ter did not easily accept the per- 
fidy of her god-husband so _ she 
sent two serpents to destroy the 
baby. The little fellow, however, 
in his great strength, strangled 
both the snakes. 

Another eqie story of a wonder- 
ful baby is the story surrounding 
the birth of Achilles. His father 
was Peleus, king of Thessaly, and 
his mother was Thetis, a sea 
nymph. You remember that Achil- 
les was dipped in the waters of the 
river Styx to make him invulner- 
able. In just one place his mother 
failed to submerge the baby, and 
that was the heel by which she 
held him. Years later it was in the 
heel that Paris of Troy shot him 
with a poison arrow.and -so 
brought his death. 

In a different area of the ancient 
world let us choose one other char- 
acter. It is Gautama Buddha. For 
the first two or three hundred 
years after Buddha lived and died, 
there were no miraculous stories 
concerning his birth. Then finally 
this one developed: The mother of 
Buddha is said to have had a vis- 
ion in her sleep. She dreamed that 
she saw a white elephant with six 
tusks. This elephant forcibly en- 
tered her side and months later 
Gautama was born. 

How unlike the simple, biishthed 
story of the incarnation of Jesus 


are these mythical stories of 
snakes and elephants and tusks 
and sea nymphs and gross immor- 
alities. They are not in the same 
category with the humble nativity 
scene. For one thing, there is not 
a story of a virgin birth among 
them. For another thing, just the 
recounting of their offensive and 
sordid details makes all the more 
precious the account of the virgin 
birth. There is nothing in all the 
annals of time or history com- 
parable to the heavenly visit of the 
angel to Mary. No other person on 
earth has ever laid claim, nor have 
the disciples of any other person 
ever laid claim, to anything» like 
the beautiful story of the virgin 
birth. 


World Expectancy for 
the Saviour : 


All ancient history was a prep- 
aration for the coming of our glor- 
ious Lord, God’s Son. There is a 
great stream of Messianic proph- 
ecy running through the ages, like 
the Gulf Stream running through 
the vast Atlantic. Warming, heal- 
ing, saving, these blessed Messian- 
ic promises never failed to give 
hope to the people of God. 

The oldest of the evangelical 
prophecies is Genesis 3:15: “And 
I will put enmity between thee and 
the woman, and between thy seed 


and her seed; it shall bruise thy 
head and thou shalt bruise his 
heel.” 


The seed of the woman is to 
bruise the serpent’s head. The an- 
cient prophets and seers pondered 
that Scripture and wondered what 
it meant. Seed belongs to the man. 
and not the woman. And yet, the 
Scriptures said the seed of the 
woman should bruise the serpent’s 
head. When finally we come to 
know what it meant, it was the 
first prophecy of the virgin birth. 

Next the promise was confirmed 
to Abraham that in his seed, Sin- 
gular, as of one, all the families of 
the earth should be blessed. 


In chapter 49 of Genesis, Joseph, 
speaking in his dying message to 
his sons, points out Judah as the 
family and tribe through which the 
great prophecy should come to 
pass: : 

“The scepter shall not depart 
from Judah, nor a lawgiver from 
between. his . feet, until Shiloh 
come; and unto him. shall the gath- 
ering of the people be.’—Gen. 49: 
10. 

The prophecy means that the 
family and tribe of Judah would be 
held intact in the earth and would 
as a nation possess a government 
until the coming of the Messiah. 

The great prophecy was con- 
firmed to David that he should 
have a Son who should sit upon his 
throne forever. So great is this Son 
that David in the Spirit calls Him 
Lord (Ps. 110:1) 


Isaiah (7:14) prophesies that a 
virgin will conceive and bear a 
Son. And the Child is to be God 
with us, Immaunel. Micah in chap- 
ter 5 of his book, verse 2, points 
out the very town and place where 
the promised Prince is to be born. 

Not only do we find this marvel- 
ous Messianic hope running 
through all the sacred Scriptures 
of the Old Testament, but the 
whole earth itself, during those 
wonderful days at the beginning 
of the first Christian century, 
seemed to be great with expec- 
tancy concerning the birth of.a 
glorious King that should arise out 
of the East. There was one govern- 
ment, there was one language, and 
the rulers of the earth seemed to 
have a premonition that a worthy, 
universal Lord and King was to be 
born. The ancient historians, Taci-. 
tus and Suetonius, wrote of this 
world expectancy that a Messiah 
was coming out of the East. 


The noblest of all Latin poets, 
Virgil, who died’ about fifteen 
years before Jesus was born, writes 
in his Fourth Eclogue of the com- 
ing King. His prophecy is almost. 
comparable to the prophecies of, 
the seers of the ancient Hebrews. 
Listen to the poet Virgil: 


Lo! the last age of the seer has 
come! 

Again the great millennial aeon 
dawns, 

And from high Heaven descends 

The first-born child of promise. 

Smile softly on the Babe: 

The age of iron in His time shall 
cease 

And golden generations fill. the 
world. .

hurt them; they shall lay hands 
on the sick, and they shall recov- 
er.” 

Note that this Great Commis- 
sion is for ‘‘all the world,” and it 
is for “every creature.” 


Notice that the promise is not 
only to the apostles, but verse 
17 says, “These signs shall follow 
them that believe.’ This does not 
mean that “these signs shall fol- 
low them that believe for salva- 
tion.” This is not a promise that 
these signs, miracles, shall follow 
every saved person. It is only a 
promise to people who have faith 
for these signs. One who trusts 
Christ for salvation, gets salvation. 
One who would have faith to cast 
our devils, would cast. out devils; 
and one who had faith to speak 
im a foreign language that was 
new to him, would get power to 
de it exactly as the disciples did 
at Pentecost. “These signs shall 
follow them that believe” simply 
means what all these other pro- 
mises of Jesus on the same line 
mean, “All things are possible to 
him that believeth.” One who has 
faith for a thing can getyit. 

Even in apostolic times it was 
never true that every saved per- 
son worked miracles or had these 
signs following him. No, no. Only 
those had miracles who received 
faith for the miracles. One who 
has faith for salvation, gets sal- 
vation. One who has faith for a 
mountain to be cast into the sea, 
has a mountain cast into the sea. 
One who has faith for a revival, 
gets a revival. 


I think it is important to re- 
mind you that the Lord Jesus 
never meant these miraculous 
Signs to be the plaything of the 
curious or the charlatan. These 


-Signs were never to exalt men. No 


one in Bible times ever picked up 
a snake and let it bite him to 
show his faith. No one in Bible 
times drank poison to show that 
it would not harm him. Yet Paul, 
on the island of Melita, was bitten 
by a viper, a very poisonous snake, 
and by faith he shook off the 
beast into the fire and felt'no harm 
(Acts 28:1-6). And in the same 


chapter, in Acts 28:8, we learn| 


that Paul laid his hands upon the 
father of Publius, and prayed for 
him and healed him. The apostles 
at Pentecost (and I think others) 
did speak with tongues that were 
new to them, that is, in foreign 
languages they had never learned, 
to preach the Gospel to people in 
their-own languages in which they 
were born. And Paul cast a devil 
out of a fortune-telling girl as re- 
corded in Acts 16:18. No doubt 
all these signs came as separate 
instances of separate faith for 
the particular occasion. And Mark 
16:20 indicates that the same kind 
of thing happened in many, many 
cases. “And they went forth, and 
preached everywhere, the Lord 
working with them, and confirm- 
ing the word with signs following.” 
The book of Acts is principally the 
story of the lives of Peter and 
Paul, and we may be sure that 
God signally honored with super- 
natural manifestations the work 
of other of His servants every- 
where they went, that is, as often 
as it could honor His name, and 
as often as they had faith for it. 
Miracles were never done just to 
Show off, never came just at any- 
boedy’s whim; but were always the 
answer to somebody’ s faith for 
that particular instance. 

“Summing up these Scriptures, 
@Very honest reader of the Bible 
must agree that God did promise 
miracles to those who had faith 
for them,

Evolutionists do not believe in a 
direct, immediate, 
miraculous creation.

‘that Christ created the worlds 


supernatural, | 


made man directly ‘out of dust. 
Infidels do not believe that the 
Bible was directly, miraculously 
inspired of God. They may think 
good men wrote it; they do not 
think that God miraculously gave 
the book, making it entirely dif- 
ferent in kind from other books 
and infallibly correct. Critics par- 
ticularly deny the recorded mir- 
acles of the Bible, such as the 
flood, the miracles of Jonah and 
the whale, and of the sun standing 
still for about a day in its relation 
to the earth in Joshua’s time, for 
example. Those who do not believe 
that Christ is the Son of God, of 
course, mean that they do not 
believe in the miracles recorded 
about Him. They believe that 
there was a man ‘named Jesus 
Who lived, that He was a good 
man, a great teacher, a fine ex- 
ample, But they do not believe 
He was God incarnate in human 
form, that He was born of a 
virgin, without a human father, 
that He actually miraculously rose 
from the dead and ascended bodily 
into Heaven, 


Christianity stands or falls on 
its miracles. Christianity is a 
miracle religion. 


Other religions teach man to 
try to be _ good. Christianity 
teaches that a man must be sup- 
ernaturally, miraculously born 
again, by direct act of God the 
Holy Spirit, making him a new 
creature. The Bible teaches clear- 
ly that God directly, supernatur- 
ally answers prayer, that the Holy 
Spirit of God literally dwells in the 
bodies of saved people, to direct 
them, to comfort them, to give 
them wisdom and power in a 
wholly supernatural manner, 


Christianity is a religion of 
present-day miracles. For example, 
the creation of the universe, the 
ordering of the planets, the crea- 
tion of animal life and plant life, 
the creation of man in the image 
of God were certainly miraculous. 
But people who doubt miracles 
forget that the miracle of crea- 
tion continues every second. In 
Colossians 1:16, 17 the Scripture 
tells us: 

“For by him were all things 
created, that are in heaven, and 
that are in earth, visible and in- 
visible, whether they be thrones, 
or dominions, or principalities, or 
powers: all things were created by 
him, and for him: And he is before 
all things, and by him all things 
consist.” 

Christ Himself created all 
things. But that is not all, “by him 
all things consist.” Christ is as 
miraculously sustaining and hold- 
ing all things together this. mo- 
ment as He miraculously created 
them in the beginning! People 
think that unnumbered millions of 
stars, suns, planets, and comets of 
the universe simply spin and re- 
volve in their intricate patterns 
without supervision. That is silly. 
Christ not only created, but He 
sustains. His power keeps the 
earth in its annual journey about 
the sun. He Himself guides 
through the infinite trails of space 
comets which follow a known 
Schedule, but which are controlled 
by forces science cannot fathom 
nor find. If- science has proved 
anything in the world, it has prov- 
ed that perpetual motion from 
one initial start is utterly impos- 
sible. There must be a continuing 
source of energy. The Lord Jesus 
Christ Himself sustains, personally 
the whole universe which He 
created. And so one who believes 


must believe that He also sustaims 
them. 


Does the heart beat automatic: 
ally with no supervision? Certain: 
Iy human beings do not supervise 
nor control their heart beats: Then 
does God keep life in the body? 
And when and where does a baby 
get his soul? Does that individual- 
ity, that personality that com- 
prises a separate human being— 
does that come to the baby by 
chemical process? Does it come by 
‘some mechanical act of nature? 
Isn’t it more likely that the Christ 
|'Who created the world and sus- 
'tdins it is still the only Oné Who 
can give and Who can sustain life? 
‘Then life every day is surrounded 
with invisible miracles, Christ is 
.in His own creation, sustaining. it, 
and “by him all things consist.”

The Miraculous in the 
Life of Jesus 


The story of the birth of Jesus 
is one with the story of His char- 
acter and incomparable glorious 
ministry. His sinless life, His pur- 


God, His sacrificial death, His res- 


He poured out upon the earth, the 
churches that bear witness to Him 
today—these things are unique in 
history. How could you ever ex- 
plain them? 


After the scrutiny of the cen- 
turies, Jesus today is still the Holy 
One of God: perfect, separate from 
sinners, undefiled. It has been said 
that the moral character of every 


is not simply nature. He is hot 
simply a divine influence, but a 
person. The work of the Holy 
Spirit is as supernatural as the 
work of God the Father or as the 
work of Christ. And the Holy 
Spirit works constantly today His 
miracles in the lives of men. Note 
these miracles of the Holy Spirit: 


1. He regenerates. The salvation 
of a soul is a miracle. It is not or- 
dinary but extraordinary. It is not 
human, but divine. It is not natur- 
al, but supernatural. A new 
creature in Christ is not the re- 
sult of the working of any natural 
law. It is a direct intervention of 
God. Himself through the Holy 
Spirit, making a spiritually dead 
person alive, making a child of 
Hell into a child of God. 


2. The Holy Spirit after conver- 
sion lives in the body of the be- 
liever. After one is “born of the 
Spirit” (John 3:6), then his body 
is the literal home of the Holy 
Spirit (Romans 8:9; I Cor.. 6:19, 
20). The Holy Spirit is given to 
comfort the believer, to guide him 
jnto.all truth, to empower him for 
service, to grow in him the Chris- 
tian graces, or fruits, of the Spirit. 
And remember that all this is not 
natural, but supernatural. It is 
not the result of the working of 
natural law, but it is the direct 
intervention of God the Holy 
‘Spirit Who lives in every Chris- 
tian. Every man who was ever 
‘called to preach had a miracle. 
Every Christian who ever had a 
direct leading of the Holy Spirit, 
‘instruction as to what he should 
‘do, was present at a miracle. 
Walking sdown an aisle in a 
strange audience, knowing almost 
no one present, I felt. impressed 
to lay my. handewpon=a.man’s 
shoulder and ask him if he were 
saved. Immediately he began to 
tremble and then to weep and 
told me that he was not. In a mo- 
ment or two he trusted in Christ 
and “was happily saved. There 
were few unsaved people present. 
“What led me to select the one 
man who was already concerned 
‘Of.the few unsaved people in that 
great audience? Was it natural or 
.Supernatural? Was it human or 
divine? And yet many thousands 


The Holy Spirit is a person.

cension is at the end of it. The life 
of Christ is not piecemeal and 
fragmentary. The gospel story 
is not like a modern ship built in 
watertight compartments. The 
whole stands or falls together. The 
denial of the Virgin Birth is but 
an attempt to rule out the super- 
natural; and if we do it in this in- 
stance, we shall soon find our- 
selves doing it in other instances. 
We shall soon be denying “His sin- 
less life, His miracles, resurrection, 
ascension, and every other glorious 
thing about Jesus. 


The Two Great Biological 
Miracles 
What happened in Bethlehem on 
that first Christmas night? It was 
simply this: God in infinite mercy, 
in the fulness of time, came down 
from above, and took upon Him- 


self our nature. Pure, holy, unde- 
filed, He inherited no guilt and 


needed no regeneration or sanctifi- 
cation, yet He became sin for us. 
He gave Himself, infinitely good 
and infinitely worthy, as our Re- 
deemer, our Sanctifier and our 
Saviour. All this was made possi- 
ble through His entrance into our 
life and into our nature by the vir- 
gin birth. It was God in human 
flesh who was born that night in 
Bethlehem. 


There are two great biological 
miracles wrought by the hand of 
God. The first is the creation of 
Adam out of the dust of the 
eround. From the earth God 
formed Adam and gave him the 
power of the mystery of natural 
generation, to produce and to re- 
plenish after his kind. 


How the child is born from the 
unionof two cells, and how those 
cells are guided by little genes at- 
tached to an invariable and con- 
stant number of chromosomes, the 
number fixed in each species with 
no variance from species to species, 
is a profound miracle that occurs 
every day before our eyes. Huxley 
said: “The mysteries of the church 
are child’s play compared to the 
mysteries of nature.”’ The biologi- 
cal miracle of God’s creating the 
first.man and the subsequent peo- 
pling of the earth is an astounding 
development in the history of this 
planet. ' 

The second biological mystery 
and miracle of God is the coming 
of the second Adam from Heav- 
en. Jesus was born of the womb of 
the Virgin Mary by a creative act 
of God, by which God _ broke 
through the chain of human gen- 
eration and brought into the 
world a supernatural Being. This 
miracle of the birth of Jesus is in 


keeping with the work and order 
of God. Out of the dust of the 
ground was brought forth man; 
out of the man was brought forth 
woman; out of the woman was 
brought forth the seed that should 
bruise the serpent’s head; out of 
the promised seed, out of the work 
of the Son of God; our Saviour, 
was brought forth the Church, 
His Body, the glory of His minis- 
try and His praise forever. Great 
is the mystery of godliness.

With what awe and with what 
wonder and with what adoration 
we look upon Jesus and the holy 
family. Joseph is true and loyal.

had«aepure, human nature. Little 
enough is said about her not to 
magnify her into a half-god by.a 
perverted theology. She is here 
long enough to be seen, to be un- 
derstood, to be attested, to be spo- 
ken about, to be loved and appre- 
ciated; then she is gone—not a 
theatrical woman, not a paper min- 
lature, but a real: woman, the 
mother of otlrer children. 


She was buried without a funer- 
al, without a grave, without any 
known epitaph. The eye cannot fol- 
low the swift movement of her 
passing. It was not meant that we 
should worship the beautiful and 
pure virgin mother of Jesus. We 
love her and appreciate her for the 
elory and beauty and wonder of 
her life, but that is all. She was 
chosen among all the women of 
the earth to be the mother of the 
sinless Son of God. But that is her 
honor and that alone. In no sense 
is she our sayiour, our mediator, 
or our intercessor. She is the 
mother of our Lord and we honor 
her as such. 


‘It is the Son of God, God In- 
carnate in the flesh, whom we love 
and adore and worship: 


“And there shall come forth «a 
rod out of the stem of Jesse, and a 
Branch shall grow out of his roots: 
And the spirit of the Lord shail 
rest upon him, the spirit of wisdom 
and understanding, the spirit of 
counsel and might, the spirit of 
knowledge and of the fear of the) 
Lord; And shall make:him of -quick 
understanding in the fear of the 
Lord: and he shall. not. judge after 
the sight of his eyes, neither re- 
prove after the hearing of his ears: 
But with righteousness shall he 
judge the poor, and reprove with 
equity for the meek of the earth: 
and he shall smite the earth with 
the rod of his mouth, and with the 
breath of his lips shall he slay the 
wicked. And righteousness shall be 
the girdle of his loins, and faithful- 
ness the girdle of his reins.’— 
Isa. 11:1-5. 

I think that most of the people 
who looked upon gesus in Nazaretn 
thought of Him as the natural son 
of Joseph and Mary. There were 
doubtless some who carried on the 
gossip of the Talmud, but I think 
the great rank and file of the peo- 
ple of His day. knew nothing of 
these things. The secret of the 
birth of Jesus was known. to Jo- 
seph and Mary, to Elisabeth. and 
Zacharias, but outside of this little 
family circle it was not at first re- 
vealed. 


Two of those who under the gui- 
dance of the Holy Spirit wrote the 
story of Joseph and Mary were 
Matthew and Luke. Matthew tells 
the story from the viewpoint of 
Joseph, perhaps, and Luke, we be- 
lieve, tells the story from the view- 
point of Mary. By emphasizing the 
silence and secrecy in which Mary 
treasured up the facts of the birth 
of Jesus, Luke gives the reader 
the impression that she is the au- 
thor. “But Mary kept all these 
things, and pondered them in her 
heart ... And he went down with 
them, and came to Nazareth, and 
was subject unto them: but his 


| mother kept all these sayings in 


her heart” (Luke 2:19, 51). 


Being a doctor, Luke had an op- 
portunity to learn from Mary 
many things that the casual visi- 
tor might never have opportunity 
to know. A trained scientist in the 
learning of his day, he carefully 
inquired into the matter- of: the 
birth of Jesus. He must have vis- 
ited with Mary many times during 
the two years that he waited at 
Caesarea upon the Apostle Paul. 
It was during this time’ of research 
that Luke finished his inquiries 
and so wrote the history of the life 
of Jesus that we know as the 
Third Gospel. 


“Forasmuch as many have taken 
in hand to set forth in order a 
declaration of these-things which 
are most surely believed among us, 
Even as they delivered them unto 
us, which from the beginning were 
eye-witnesses, and ministers of the 
word; It seemed.good to me also, 
having had perfect understanding 
of all things from the very first, 
to write unto thee in order, most 
excellent Theophilus, That thou 
mightest know the certainty of 
those things, wherein thou hast 
been instructed.’—Luke 1:1-4,

of Christians have had leading as 
direct as that. 


- But we must remember that it is 
the Holy Spirit Himself Who works 
miracles. It was the Holy Spirit 
Who raised Christ from the dead, 
and in Ephesians 1:19, 20 Paul 
prayed that New Testament Chris- 
tians should know “What is the 
exceeding greatness of his power 
to us-ward who believe, according 
to the working of his mighty pow- 
er, which he wrought in Christ, 
when he raised him from the 
dead.” And Romans 8:11 says, 
“But if the Spirit of him that 
raised up Jesus from the dead 
dwell in you, he that raised up 
Christ from .the dead shall also 
quicken your mortal bodies by his 
Spirit that dwelleth in you.” The 
Holy Spirit raised up Christ from 
the dead. It is the same Holy 
Spirit that will raise our bodies. 
But this Holy Spjrit is the mir- 
acle-working One today. Acts 10: 


‘38 tells us, 


“God anoimted Jesus of Naz- 
areth with the Holy Ghost and 
with power: who went about do- 
ing good, and healing all that were 
oppressed of the devil; for God 
was with him,’ 

The healings and rifracles that 
Jesus did were done-by the power 
of the Holy Spirit. And we are 
commanded to be filled with the 
Holy Spirit, as Jesus was filled 
with the Spirit; and in His power 
we are to do His work. 

First Corinthians 12:4-11 tells 
how the Holy Spirit....distributes 
His gifts, severally as He will; 
and those gifts include prophecy, 
the gift of healing, the discerning 


of Spirits, the power to speak 
foreign languages, the gift of 
physical miracles, ete. But all 


these gifts are miraculous, super- 
natural manifestations of the Holy 
spirit. And then this. startling 
statement is made in I Corinthians 
123, 

“But the manifestation of the 
Spirit is gwen to every man to 
profit withal.” 

Any time the Holy Spirit mani- 
fests Himself, it is a supernatural, 
miraculous work. Not all Chris- 
tians may have the same mani- 
festation, but every Christian may 
have some manifestation of the 
Holy Spirit, we are told! So I 
say that Christianity is a matter 
of present-day miracles. 

Do you believe there are angels? 
The Bible has a very clear teach- 
ing about angels. They are heav- 
enly beings. According to the 
Bible they go and come without 
any regard to natural laws such 
as gravity and the limitations of 
time and space. Angels are mes- 
sengers from God and report 
back to God. They are “all min- 
istering spirits, sent forth to min- 
ister for them (us) who shall be 
heirs of salvation’ (Heb. 1:14). 
Human beings do not often see 
these heavenly beings, but they 
are always about us. Jacob saw 
them more than once. Elisha saw 
them, and Joshua, Gideon, the 
father and mother of Samson, 
Balaam, Daniel, Hagar, Zechariah, 
Joseph, Mary, Paul, and many 
Others, saw angels, according to 
recorded instances, Angels went to 
Sodom. Angels appeared at the 
open tomb of the Saviour. Angels 
appeared after He went away, and 
reminded the disciples that Jesus 
would come again. The Scripture 
Says that little children have 
guardian angels—‘“their angels do 


‘always behold the face of my 


Father which is in heaven” (Matt. 
18:10). Psalm 34:7 tells us, 

“The angel of the Lord encamp- 
eth round about them that fear 
him, and delivereth: them.’ 

So the plain teaching of the 
Scripture is that angels are all 
about us, invisible to us, but 
guarding us, ministering to us, 


protecting us. But if that is true, 


it is all miraculous. It is not nat- 
ural, but supernatural. It is not 
human, but divine. It is not ordi- 
nary, but extraordinary. 

The supernatural, the miracu- 


lous, is all about us though un- 


seen by our blinded eyes and ig- 
nored by the unbelieving. Chris- 
tianity is a miracle religion and 
miracles are present-day facts. 

‘ The Bible’ itself shows’ that 
miracles were scattered through- 


out all human history until the 


last record of the Bible closed. 
There were miracles before the

flood, like the translation of 
Enoch, in the midst of wickedness. 
The divine revelation to Noah, 
the coming of animals into the 
ark, and the great flood were all 
miraculous. After the flood the 
confusion of tongues, the many 
miracles in connection. with Abra- 
ham, the birth of Isaac, the des- 
truction of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
followed. Jacob and Joseph had 
miracles, dreams, revelations from 
God, After the silent period in 
Egypt when revelation takes up 
the story again, there are miracles 
with Moses: the burning bush, the 
plagues in Egypt, the crossing of 
the Red Sea, the marvels of the 
Wilderness period. Miracles con- 
tinued with Joshua, then in the 
period of the judges. Miracles 
were given to Samson, Gideon and 
others. Throughout the kingdom 
period there were mighty miracles 


at. the hands of the prophets: 
Elijah, “Elisha and others, with 


King Hezekiah, with Jehoshaphat, 
and with an unnaméd’ prophet 
that warned Jeroboam, and others. 
There were miracles in the cap 
tivity as recorded in the book of 
Daniel. After the |. captivity, 
angels talked with Zechariah. 
There were visions and interpre- 
tations wholly miraculous, The 
New Testament starts with mir- 
acles and ends the same way. Mir- 
acles followed Peter, Paul, 
Stephen and Philip. The five nar- 
rative books of the New Testa- 
ment that is the four gospels and 
the book of Acts, are full of 
miracles. Miracles are in the first 
of the book of Acts, and then in 
the very last chapter the miracles 
promised in Mark 16:17, 18 fol- 
lowed Paul. Bitten by a serpent he 
suffered no harm, and he laid 
hands on the sick and they re- 
covered. But that isn’t all. Many 
years. later John, the beloved 
apostle, was on the Isle of 
Patmos and Jesus Christ appeared 
to him miraculously; and God re- 
vealed unto him the whole course 
of human history to the end. The 
Bible is simply a history of mir- 
acles. 

There may have been brief per- 
iods when, because of unbelief and 
sin, there were no outward mani- 
festations of the miracle-working 
power of God. There were relative- 
ly brief periods with no miracles 
recorded. But usually that is be- 
cause there is no record of the 
entire period, such as the period 
between Malachi and the New 
Testament, the four hundred years 
in Egypt, etc. It would be pre- 
sumptuous to say there were no 
miracles in those periods. We 
simply do not know of any. 


Some say that miracles stopped 
with the closing of the canon 
of Scripture. But how foolish that 
is. Men are still born again when 
they trust in Christ, are they not? 
Then that is a miracle. Men still 
have the Holy Spirit dwelling in 
their bodies, do they not? Then 
miracles continue! The angel of 
the Lord still encamps around 
about them that fear Him and 
delivers them, does He not? 
Then there are present-day, liv- 
ing miracles. 

Do you say the physical mir- 
acles ended? No! Bible prophe- 
cies foretell miracles for all the 
future. The return of Christ for 
His saints, the translation of liv- 
ing saints, the resurrection of 
Christian dead, the ascent in the 
air to meet Jesus, the marvelous 
events of the tribulation period as 
recorded in Revelation, the return 
of Christ to reign, the millennium 
of happiness on earth, the resur- 
rection of the unsaved dead and 
their judgment, the destruction of 
the world by fire, its recreation 
into a new earth surrounded by a 
new heaven—all these are mir- 
acles, physical miracles. The fu- 
ture is packed full of miracles ac- 
cording to the divine prophecy. 


that there was any period in 
which people could not have mir- 
acles if they trusted the Lord; and 
the Bible does not foretell any 
period in the future in which 
people will not have miracles if 
they: believe God! 


Christianity is a miracle re- 
ligion. The Bible is a history of 
past miracles and a prophecy of 
miracles to come! Every saved soul 
has already had a spiritual mir- 


acle, and one day every saved 


In fact, the Bible never hints} 


person will have a physical, liter- 
al, miraculous. resurrection, or 
translation, of his body, as wonder- 
ful as the resurrection of Jesus 
Christ and of the same order. 


I believe if we are conscious 
that the Holy Spirit of God lives 
within us, that angels are all about 
us, that a miracle-working God 
still sustains all things, it will be 
easier for us to believe that God 
can and will answer our prayers, 
that He has a limitless ability, 
and a limitless willingness to do 
what we need for us He loves so 
well! 


III. Miracles of the Bible Are 
Given as Examples for Us 


In the very nature of the case, 
the fact that the Bible is full of 
miracles must be intended to 
teach us that God is a miracle- 
working God. Why should God 
tantalize us with accounts of how 
He has blessed others, how 
has heard their prayers, how He 
has healed their sicknesses, how He 
has provided for their needs, if 
He be not willing to do the same 
for. us whenever it is right and 
good? 

But the’ Scripture repeatedly 
tells us that..these miracles. are 
given for examples to us. For in- 
stance in Psalm 81:10 God tells 
uS, 


“IT am the Lord thy God, which 
brought thee out of-the-land of 
Hgypt: open thy mouth wide, and 
I will fill it.” 

What could the Lord here mean 
but this: that He Who did mir- 
acles before is able to do them 
again! He Who blessed Israel with 
mighty blessings will do the same 
for us if we trust Him. Evidently 
He means that all the wonders 
accompanying the deliverance of 
the people of* Israel, and their 
support and protection in the 
wilderness journeys are written to 
encourage us, and that therefore 
we should open our mouths wide 
in faith and receive like blessings 
when needed. 


In I Corinthians 10:1-5 God re- 
minds us again how the Jewish 
fathers were brought out of Egypt 
under a cloud, passed through the 
Red Sea and ate of manna and 
drank of the water out of the 
rock. Then verse 6 sums up the 
lesson saying, 

“Now these things were our 


He | 


examples, to the intent we should 
not lust_after evil things, as they 
also lusted.” 
“The miracles accompanying the 
birth of the Jewish nation ‘were 
our examples.” And the way God 
punished them with plagues, for 
their sins, and miraculous mani- 
festations are to warn us, too, lest 
we should desire evil things as they 
did, and be punished as they were. 
Doesn’t that plainly mean that 
the miracles of those days are 
meant for examples to us? 
Again in the same chapter, 
verse 11 Says, 


“Now all these things happened 
unto them for ensamples: and they 
are written for our admonition, 
upon whom the ends of the world 
are come.” 


All these miracles and wonders, 
these blessings and cursings, “‘hap- 
pened unto them for ensamples.” 
Not only that, but “they are writ- 
ten for our adminition, upon whom 
the ends of the world are come.” 
To the end of the world the mir- 
acles recorded in the Bible are 
for our admonition. 

If the age of physical miracles 
is past, here would have been a 
good place for the Holy Spirit to 
say so; but He does not. Instead, 
He says those miracles were 
sample miracles and that the ac- 
counts of them are for our ad- 
monition in these last days! 

The translation of Enoch before 
the flood, and of Elijah later, were 
evidently sample miracles, point- 
ing toward the translation of 
every living saint at the return of 
Christ. And our translation will be 
exactly the same kind of literal, 
physical miracles as they had. 

The plagues of Egypt are cer- 
tainly types and samples of mir- 
acles that will occur during the 
great tribulation period. The turn- 
ing of water to blood, the great 
darkness, the hail and many oth- 
ers of the plagues of Egypt are to 
be repeated, as foretold in the 
book of Revelation. 

The resurrection of Christ, that 
mighty miracle, is specially men- 
tioned as a type and prophecy of 
future resurrections of all the 
saints. 
23 says, ‘Now is Christ risen from 
the dead, and become the first- 
fruits of them that slept... . But 
every man in his own order: 
Christ the firstfruits; afterward
